No arersts have been made in the

said, “We have virtually no clues 
I to work on." 
The first lynching attempt came 
in Hie evening when four white men 
armed lyith pistols locked Officer 
Dan Davis in a cell at the Gads­ 
den county jail ana took W illem s 
with them. 
Williams was found shortly alter 
midnight at a Negro residence near 
here, Sheriff Luten said, "with eight, 
or ten bullet wounds in his body” 
and badly beaten nbout the head. 
Taken In Ambulance 
Lutcn said “Undoubtedlv an at­ 
tempt was made to lynch him ” and 
his attackers left him for dead 
A 
physician here said Williams had a 
fairly good chance to recover so the 
prisoner was put in an ambulance 
to be taken to a hospital at Talla­ 
hassee, 
about 
25 
miles 
west 
of 
Quincy. 
Luten said he a turned the Ne­ 
gros attackers believed him dead 
and therefore he anticipated no fur­ 
ther trouble and sent 
the 
ambu­ 
lance out without a special guard. 
About five miles from Quincy. 
Luten said, the vehicle was forced 
to halt by “four or five men" and 
the wounded man wes pulled cut 
and taken away. 
Williams was unable to give any 
clues to the identity of hts initial 
attackers.
